RESERVE LAND OPEN 

LANDS ON DESERT SIDE OF AN¬ 
GELES RESERVE MADE AVAIL¬ 
ABLE FOR PRIVATE ENTRY 

A proclamation signed by the Presi¬ 
dent on May 27 cits approximately 
toil.nuu cores from the Angeles National 
Forest of Southern California. 

. The nr, n was reeioirnonded for elim¬ 
ination by tile Forest Serrioe. after a 
careful examination of the •.’round. The 
land is located on the north side of the 
i forest, in 1. s Angeles and San Rernar- 
dino counties Tile altitude varies 
I from 2,9no in 7,000 fc« t. At the higher 
elevation the count!’ • is steep and 
rough, but farther down slopes in gent- 
I Iv lulling hills and beach lands to the 
Mojave Desert. 

The Angeles Forest is chlotly valua¬ 
ble for watershed protection to the 
south and w-'st. hut the lands eliminat¬ 
ed are on the other side of the range 
and therefore of no value in this re¬ 
spect. according to tiie report of tile 
Forest Scr\ Ice A considerable portion 
of the tract consist- of fairly level 
urn and. Tiie soil is a good sandy loam, 
it Is the opinion of the examiners that 
it has only a small value for forest 
purposes. A number of homesteaders 
have already applied for land under the 
Forest Homestead Act of June 11. 19*i*» 
About II per cent of the tract is al- 
readv In private hands and the propor¬ 
tion of listed land, the Forest officers 
say. is being added to almost daily .

Tree and Hedge Planting 

In Streets and Gardens 


news LINERS DID IT MASONS HAVE 


(From Pasadena Daily News) 

Many there are who sing the praises 
I of the California pepper both for yard 
j and street planting purposes. It Is 
probably’ the most graceful of the 
trees of this section of the United 
Stales ind it alyvays presents a fresh 
appearance, at times of the year 
strikingly beautiful in appearance yvitli 
the contrasts of its red berries and its 
ili lienti green foliage. The pepi er has 
' been condemned for street planting by 
some because of the fact th'at It up¬ 
roots 1!ie sidewalk yvhich it borders. 
Authorities would by no means vdis- 
eontinin* the use of the tree on this 
account, hoyy^-ver, but would try to 
remedy the defect. Wider p irking 
should be given the tree than it has 
been given in the past. Then it should 
be planted differently. It sho dd be 
-link Into the earth in the receptacle 
In yvhi 'h it comes from the n irserv. 
after first, however, having a good- 
sized h lie cut in the bottom of the re- 
ceptael >. The earth under the recep¬ 
tacle should be soft for a considerable 
distant-". These conditions obt lining, 
the rout of the growing tree yvill pro¬ 
ceed It a downward direction through 
Hie op-niug ill the bottom of I he re- 
eeptacl • into the soft dirt. f urface 
rooting will lie made difficult. Partic¬ 
ularly yvhile the tree is young, yvater 
when supplied should be suppfled in 
I irge quantities so that It yvlll sink 
deep into the earth and reach the loyv- 
•rmost roots. Scant watering of 
course yvill result In shallow rooting. 

According to local horticulturists, 
the pe iper Is not a tree of slow 
growth, but Increases In size fully as 
fust a: Hint other favorite of Califor- 
■:i:i planting—the palm in all its va¬ 
rieties. The more common variety of 
palm. by the way. should be intro- 
due-d yyith discretion Into the lawn In 
■ front i f the house. It has no place in 
i small front yard, ns when it achieves 
any sire it obscures the view fr qn the 
house. The palm is too harsh in out- 
'ine to be attractive save from ;t dis¬ 
tance. Seen in the proper perspective, 
it commends itself because of a certain 
stateliness it possesses, and Hint to 
sume gardeners, at least, is almost its 
' sole virtue. 

Better Watering Method 

While it is lyenerallv known to be a 
had pl/m to water flowers and shrubs 
I in th* height of the day, the publie 
generally does not know that sprink¬ 
ling at any time of the day is tahoo 
among progressive gardeners. The 
i down-to-date floriculturist and horti¬ 
culturist ore “going Nature one bet¬ 
ter” these days. They no longer im¬ 
itate h* r softly falling rain drops. In¬ 


stead. they irrigate—they dig a trench 
near the roots of the plant, run the 
water in, and the n after the water has 
sunk into the bottom of the trench, fill 
the depression up with the dry fine top 
soil. This method holds the moisture 
longer than the old method of sprink¬ 
ling, as it results in a loose, porous top 
soil whereas sprinkling results in a 
hard-baked surface covering that 
cracks and permits the dirt underneath 
to dry out rapidly. The best-known 
fhrysanthemums in Pasadena are irri¬ 
gated and not sprinkled and this state¬ 
ment applies to all other varieties of 
locally raised flowers. 

Concerning the Hedge 

That type of hedge generally knoyvn 
ns "The Evergreen" is probably most 
! popular among the well-to-do resi¬ 
dents of Pasadena. It requires rather 
close attention to be kept appearing 
at its best, as it should be clipped 
often enough to prevent its losing its 
original terseness. of line. The big 
point in its favor, of course, is that 
it always presents an attractive ap¬ 
pearance, yvhile the average floyvering 
hedge is not at its best many months 
of the year. With the English gard¬ 
eners, popular hedges are the Privet 
hedge, the St. Helena hedge and the 
Golden Feather hedge. Most of the 
local gardeners prefer the alyvays 
green shrubbery to the floyvering 
plants as hedges. 

Unquestionably one of the most 
J spectacularly beautiful hedges in seas¬ 
on in California is the Cherokee rose 
hedge. It is common in the yvhite and 
pink variety of floyver and from n -yv 
| 'm yvill be possible in the red. as the 
: Red Cherokee, a neyv creation, has this 
; year put in Its appearance at the local 
: nurseries. The great objection to the 
rose as a hedge bordering the side 
walk is that it has to be cut so close 
| in order to keep the briars from ca*ch- 
I ing and tearing the clothing of pass- 
j ers-by that the number of its blos¬ 
soms is greatly reduced and Ibe ful' 
glory of the hedge ts therefore not 
! realized.

STOPS METER CHARGE 

RAILROAD COMMISSION RULES 
WATER COMPANIES MUST 
PAY FOR METERS 

The railroad commission has ren¬ 
dered a decision in which it reiterates 
and establishes as a principle the r le 
that yvater companies must themselves 
' hear the expense of service connections 
' and of meters, and shall not impose 
these obligations upon their patrons. 
The commission decides tlmt yvatt-r 
companies are entitled to rates which 
shall yield them an adequate return 
upon their investment, but that they 
shall mu require their customers to 
provide a portion of that investment 
represented by service connections and 
meters. 

The commission has at different 
times expressed this principle in its 
decisions, hut it) a ruling just rendered 
it sets doyvn the principle in definite 
form as a guide to the yvater companies 
of the state. The ruling was made in 
tyy ■ complaints yvhich yvere consolidat¬ 
ed for hearing. These yvere the com¬ 
plaints of the city of Glendale against 
the Title Guarantee & Trust Company, 
trustee for the Glendale Consolidated 
Water Company, and the City of Glen¬ 
dale vs. the Miradero Water Company. 

The commission reviews the decis¬ 
ions of the supreme court of the United 
States and other bodies upon the points 
involved and concludes finally that tile 
service connections and meters are part 
of the yvater. system yvhich must he 
built by the companies themselves. 

The plea of the yvater companies that 
they possessed insufficient revenues to 
make the service connections and to 
install the meters yvas dismissed by 
the commission yvith tlie statement 
! that they were entitled to fair rates 
| upon their property and if they yvere 
I not noyv securing fair rates, their rem¬ 
edy lay in an application to the proper 
| authority for such rates as yvould pro¬ 
vide a reasonable return upon their 
i investment. 

Although this ruling is said not to 
apply to co-operative companies, like 
the Sierra Madre company, and mu¬ 
nicipal plants are exempted, the cost 
of meters in Sierra Madr. lias been 
borne by the company except where 
extra large meters yvere desired.
